The scrum of athletes sways 
shoulder-to-shoulder with arms in- 
terlocked. The black and yellow ring 
counters the softball-clad ringmas- 
ter’s calls with a roar, amplifying the 
raucous game of call-and-response to 
its climax. 

Before every game, the Long 
Beach State softball team rallies to- 
gether for a traditional, pre-perfor- 
mance ritual, passed on from last 
year’s lineup. 

“I don't know how or why it start- 
ed? sophomore infielder Lauren 
Lombardi said, explaining that soph- 
omore catcher Monique Dyer now 
leads the routines. “But I'm really 
glad we keep doing it because it gets 
our energy up.” 

Pre-performance rituals have be- 
come popular areas of study in ath- 
letics due to legends like baseball Hall 
of Famer Wade Boggs. 

In the book “Believing in Mag- 
ic: The Psychology of Superstition, 
psychologist Stuart Vyse notes that 
Boggs developed a five-hour routine 
before his games. This involved eat- 
ing chicken, running wind sprints 
in the outfield at 7:17 p.m. during 
warm-ups and drawing the Hebrew 
sign for “Chai? meaning “life” in the 
dirt with his bat before stepping up 
to the plate. 

Many of baseball's subculture su- 
perstitions—the lucky socks, sleep- 
ing with the bat, the game-day box- 
ers—are indirect coping mechanisms 
that provide comfort in the guise of 
useful magic tricks. 

Rituals like these expand beyond 
athletic endeavors, and span across 
many performance-based platforms 
for CSULB students. 

Junior Jennifer Serda, a horn per- 
formance major at CSULB, channels 
an indirect stimulant by reading 
amusing Cracked.com articles and 
listening to comedy acts before she 
heads to the stage. 

“Some stress is inherit and natu- 
ral—it’s going to happen,’ Serda said. 
“But I've found that a lot of extra 
stress comes from being unprepared.” 

After 30 to 60 minutes of warm 

_ups and additional time to setting up, 
Serda takes about 10 to 15 minutes to 
loosen up with laughter. 

“Its not superstitious, it’s just

The Associated Students, Inc. Sen- 
ate heard a resolution at the meeting 
on Wednesday to help support sexual 
assault awareness at California State 
University, Long Beach. 

ASI Senators David Kling and 
Joanna Yan introduced the resolu- 
tion, proposing that CSULB student 
leaders promote the culture of having 
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a safe and respectful campus through 
campus-wide sexual assault preven- 


tion strategies. 


The resolution would encourage the 


creation of a comprehensive assault 


program through current sexual as- 
sault prevention programs, including 


Bystander Intervention, Engaging 
Men, Healthy Sexuality Education 
and Public Awareness. 

“This is just a resolution to bring 


awareness and bring [sexual assault] 
to the light,” Kling said to the senate. 
The resolution also aims to reinstate 


the University 100 course that was 
removed due to budget cuts. 


Clinton's emails may 
be off-limits to public 
under court ruling 


WASHINGTON _ A federal 
court ruling that the private email 
account of a top White House offi- 
cial is off-limits for a records search 
may help Hillary Clinton shield her 
electronic messages from the news 
media and public. 

A federal judge in Washington 
denied a petition from a free-mar- 
ket group to force the administra- 
tion to search the private emails of 
White House science adviser John 
Holdren. Because the government 
didn’t posses those messages, it 
couldn't be asked to produce them, 
a government attorney argued. 

“The law is clear, however, that 
agencies do not _ merely by way of 
the employer/employee relationship 
_ gain ‘control’ over their employ- 
ees’ personal email accounts,” U.S. 
District Judge Gladys Kessler ruled 
Tuesday in the case brought by the 
Competitive Enterprise Institute. 
“That is precisely why agencies 
admonish their employees to use 
their official accounts for govern- 
ment business.” 

Clinton, who was secretary of 
state from 2009 until February 
2013, didn’t. She exclusively used 
private email accounts that were 
routed through a server that cyber 
experts say was at her suburban 
New York home. That exposed her 
to hacking risks and ran counter to 
the Obama administration’s policy 
of preserving electronic records. 

The disclosures come as Clin- 
ton is preparing to announce a 
campaign for the 2016 Democratic 
nomination for president. Her ac- 
tivities at the State Department and 
her work with the Clinton Founda- 
tion, created by her husband, for- 
mer President Bill Clinton, already 
are providing fodder for Republican 
critics who say she hasn’t been fully 
transparent about her activities. 

The use of a private email by 
Clinton was uncovered after a 
congressional committee sought 
Clinton’s emails in its investigation 
into the terrorist attack on the U.S. 
mission in Benghazi, Libya, in 2012. 
The attack killed four Americans, 
including U.S. Ambassador Chris- 
topher Stevens. 

Her office recently turned over 


55,000 pages of messages to the 
State Department, including 300 
that were provided to congressional 
investigators. 

The court ruled Tuesday on a 
request made under the Freedom of 
Information Act by the Competitive 
Enterprise Institute for emails sent 
by Holdren as science adviser using 
an email address of the Woods Hole 
Research Center, which he previ- 
ously directed. 

In contesting the request, gov- 
ernment lawyers said they couldn’t 
be accused of withholding the 
records, because they didn’t have 
them. Kessler agreed and dismissed 
the suit, in part because Holdren 
issued a memo in 2010 prohibiting 
the use of private email for official 
business. 

“The court is saying, ‘You can’t 
do this, but if you do do it, you get 
away with it,” Chris Horner, a CEI 
senior fellow, said. 

Still, the facts in Holdren’s case 
differ from Clinton’s circumstance 
in some ways. 

The 55,000 pages Clinton turned 
over to the State Department are 
now under its control and subject 
to a FOIA request, said Steven D. 
Zansberg, a lawyer specializing in 
government records law. And while 
the government can’t be asked to 
search a private email provider, the 
employee has the responsibility to 
transfer emails about public busi- 
ness to the agency, he said. 

The question advocates for open 
government are asking now is 
how the public will know if all the 
relevant emails have been sent to 
the State Department. Instead of 
a government employee reviewing 
the records, Clinton staff members 
did the work. 

“Her staff did the sorting, but 
what the law requires is for a 
government official to do the sort- 
ing,” said Tom Blanton, the head 
of the National Security Archive, a 
group that uses FOIA requests and 
lawsuits to uncover government ac- 
tions. “There are other motivations 
going on here, and she should have 
been on notice.”

“The red zone is the beginning of 
the semester,” Kling said to the senate. 
“That’s when women are most at risk 
to be sexually assaulted.”

The vote was 62-37, with all Repub- 
licans and eight Democrats in favor. 
The outcome was the latest setback 
for the GOP-led Congress, which 
made passage of Keystone a top 
priority. It served up a victory for the 
White House on the first major veto 
of Obama’s administration. 

“For a long time, projects like 
Keystone used to be no-brainers _ 
they were often approved without 
much controversy at all,” said Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch McConnell, 
R-Ky., who made the bill the first or- 
der of business when he took control 
of the chamber in January. “But that 
was before powerful special interest 
groups and ideological extremists de- 
cided to embark on a quixotic quest.” 

Noting the significance of the 
override attempt, McConnell re- 
quired senators to take the roll call 
vote from their desks, a rare practice 
reserved for landmark votes. 

Democratic opponents said halting 
the project was the right decision. 
Critics of the pipeline argue it would 
prolong energy dependence on fossil 
fuels and worsen climate change. 

“Why would be build a pipeline 
to bring filthy, dirty oil to our great 
nation, to our communities?” asked 
Sen. Barbara Boxer, D-Calif. “The 
only thing it helps, frankly, are the 
special interests in Canada.” 

In many ways, the debate over the 
Keystone project has become more 
about politics than substance, as 
rhetoric on both sides escalated. 

The vote also showed the limits 
of the new Republican Congress

Another resolution introduced 
on Wednesday asked the senate for a 
50/50 initiative, through which stu- 
dents leaders of ASI would collectively 
visit 50 clubs and organizations in 50 
academic days. 

“If this resolution passes, we would 
like all of the senators to take part in 
this and help increase visibility and 
getting out to the students so they can 
voice their concerns,” Kling said to 
the senate.

in the face of the president’s veto 
power, which was rarely used when 
Democrats controlled Congress. 
The $8 billion project proposed by 
the TransCanada Corp. would carry 
oil from the tar sands of Canada’s 
Alberta province through the U.S. 
heartland. 

The Obama administration might 
still approve the project. But the 
White House opposed the attempt 
by Congress to expedite approval, 
depectslly while a court case is 
underway in Nebraska, where the t 
path of the pipeline splits to run east 
through Missouri and south to the 
Gulf Coast. 

Both the House and Senate passed 
the bill earlier this year to push 
approval after years of delay. Many 
Democrats joined the Republican-led 
effort. 

Supporters said the project would | 
create needed American jobs, and a 
federal review said more than 40,000 
direct and indirect jobs would be cre- 
ated during pipeline construction. ~ 

Later, however, there would be 
only 35 permanent U.S. jobs during 
pipeline operation, the review said. 

As oil prices tumbled last year, 
some experts questioned whether 
the pipeline project made financial 
sense. Backers insist the project will 
continue. 

With the outcome in the Senate, 
rules prevent the House from taking 
its own override vote.

Karen Andrade, a senior international 
studies major, said that she is the first 
person from her household to graduate 
from college. 

“I feel like I have to give the standard 
to my younger siblings,” Andrade said. 
“T didn’t have that mentor or have an 
[older] sibling that actually told me how, 
or saw the ways you know. 

Guillen said that the biggest challenge 
she faced when initially hunting for a job 
was finding a company with the right en- 
vironment — the conservative nature of 
many companies turned her off. 

Yvette Moss, a Long Beach City di- 
rector of TRIO programs who sat on the 
panel, said she has been teaching higher 
education for the past fifteen years. 

“Building relationships are critical 
to your advancement in your position,” 
Moss said. “Know how to use technol- 
ogy to your advantage.” 

The panel speakers all said they par- 
ticipated in outside activities and orga- 
nizations in order to build a professional 
network.. They said that they believed 
people should interact with their envi- 
ronment and engage in outside oppor- 
tunities. 

Alissa Urbano, portfolio manager of 
Moet Hennessey USA, said on the panel 
that prospective employees should dress 
and present themselves for the job they 
are aspiring for, not the job they are in. 

“All of this comes from a proac- 
tive approach, involving self-discipline 
and researching your connections that 
you’ve created within your journey,”

Chicken sandwiches don’t discrimi- 
nate against the stomachs they fill, but 
ASI begs to differ. 

ASI recently announced that it is 
working to end Chick-fil-A’s California 
State University, Long Beach athletic 
department scholarship on charges 
that the food chain discriminates 
against the gay community and gay 
marriage. 

This claim is false; furthermore, 
the resolution promotes a violation of 
religious freedom. 

The initial controversy with Chick- 
fil-A began in the summer of 2012, 
when the chicken sandwich chain’s 
President and Chief Operating Officer 
Dan Cathy took a definitive stance on 
marriage. 

“We are very much supportive of 
the family - the biblical definition of 
the family unit,” Cathy said, according 
to the Atlantic in Jul. 2012. “We area 
family-owned business, a family-led 
business and we are married to our 
first wives. We give God thanks for 
that.” 

The company also supported the 
. passage of Proposition 8, the Califor- 
nia ban on same-sex marriage that has 
since been struck down, according to 
the Atlantic in Sept. 2014. 


Since Cathy’s statement about gay 
marriage, the chain has been criticized 
by progressive groups, activists, boy- 
cotters and petitioners with vehemence 
and indignation. These liberal groups 
branded Chick-fil-A as anti-gay and 
homophobic. 

And now, ASI is buying into the 
same intolerant view. 

Chick-fil-A does not discriminate 
against anyone. All who come are

served well—gays very much included. 

Since the company stresses philan- 
thropy, they give plenty through the 
Winshape foundation—a charitable 
organization founded by the Cathys in 
1982. They support foster-care, sum- 
mer camps, and marriage counseling 
programs. Following their religious 
beliefs, Chick-fil-A gave much to 
Christian organizations as well. This 
isn’t hateful or discriminatory—it is an 
expression of religious freedom. 

In an effort to distance themselves 
from the controversy and bad press in 
2012, Cathy has since drastically re-

duced the company’s donations to the 
aforementioned Christian organiza- 
tions, according to Think Progress. 

Last week, some two years after 
Cathy’s decision to stay out of marriage 
politics, ASI has decided to break ties 
with Chick-fil-A. 

If the president of Chick-fil-A does 
not agree with gay marriage, then as a 
community and campus that respects 
the ideal of religious freedom that is 
engrained in our nation’s blood, we 
should tolerate—if not respect—his 
decision. 

By nature, “tolerating” something 
concedes that we don’t agree with it. 

Furthermore, his viewpoint on 
marriage and the family is not an out- 


rageous one. It is a view held currently 

by most of the world, and up until only 
a few decades ago, held by virtually all 

the world . 

As the future leaders of the U.S., 
when we keep beliefs that we do not 
agree with from being aired, we put the 
whole countries right to free speech 
at risk. 

ASI is subscribing to a view of 
intolerance and narrow-mindedness 
with this proposed resolution, which is 
causing an unjustified loss of money in 
the athletic department. 

Though this “nondiscriminatory” 
resolution, ASLis effectively dis- 
criminating. The loss of money for the 
athletic department is not justified.

something I like to do to relax,” Serda 
said. “I really enjoy performing, so it’s a 
fun thing to do; I’m usually just ready.” 

Though the act isn’t directly embed- 
ded into her routine, the lack of magical 
significance to Serda is what makes this a 
pre-performance ritual rather than super- 
stition, based on Vyse’s findings. 

In a 2014 study of 20 male semi-pro- 
fessional soccer players from the Europe- 
an Journal of Sports Science, researchers 
stated that although the mechanisms of 
the process have yet to be fully under- 
stood, they can be directly linked to stress 
levels. 

The athletes were divided into a con- 
trol and experimental group, and mental 
awareness tests analyzed their perfor- 
mance, anxiety and self-efficacy. Based 
on the study, participants of the experi- 
mental group showed lower anxiety lev- 
els and an increase in self-efficacy while 
the performance of the control group suf- 
fered.

Indian officials block controversial 
gang-rape documentary 


The Indian government obtained 
a court order Wednesday against 
airing a documentary in which one 
of the men convicted in a shocking 
2012 gang-rape blamed his victim, 
which has provoked fresh outrage 
across the country. 

Rajnath Singh, India’s minister 
for home affairs, said the documen- 
tary produced by a BBC television 
crew would not air this weekend on 
Indian television as scheduled, and 
he summoned the head of the jail 
where the interview was conducted 
for an investigation. 

The comments “are highly de- 
rogatory and are an affront to the 
dignity of women,” Singh told a 
raucous session of India’s upper 
house of parliament. 

The film would not be screened 
until it was approved by authorities, 
who must review the entire uned- 
ited video of the interview with the 
convicted rapist, he said. 

Singh said the producers of the 
62-minute documentary, “India’s 
Daughter,” had violated the con- 
ditions under which they were al- 
lowed to shoot video inside Tihar 
jail in Delhi, where the rapist was 
interviewed, although he did not 
elaborate. 


The government “will not allow 
any attempts by any individual, 
group or organization to lever- 
age such unfortunate incidents for 
commercial benefit,” Singh said. 
“The respect and dignity of women 
constitute a core value of our cul- 
ture and traditions.” 

The government’s response was 
roundly criticized by Indian activ- 
ists and some lawmakers, who said 
authorities seemed more troubled 
by the production of the documen- 
tary than by the incident that led to 
it. The brutal Dec. 16, 2012, gang- 
rape and murder of a 23-year-old 
woman on a passenger bus in the 
capital, New Delhi, drew worldwide 
attention to the problem of sexual 
violence in India. Despite a raft of 
new legislation and promises to 
crack down on perpetrators, wom- 
en say that cases of rape and sexual 
harassment remain endemic. 

The comments by the convicted 
rapist, Mukesh Singh, marked the 
first time that any of the four men 
sentenced to the death penalty in 
the incident had spoken publicly. 

In excerpts from the video re- 
leased to the media, Singh is quoted 
as saying the murdered woman, 
who was riding the bus with a male 


friend after seeing a movie, should 
not have been out late at night and 
should not have resisted her attack- 

rs. “A girl is far more responsible 
for rape than a boy,” he said. 

The producer, Leslee Udwin, has 
said she obtained the necessary ap- 
provals to interview Singh from 
India’s Home Affairs Ministry in 
2013. 

“The reality is what the man 
spoke reflects the views of many 
men in India, and why are we shy- 
ing away from that?” said Anu Aga, 
an Indian businesswoman and law- 
maker in the Rajya Sabha, or up- 
per house. “Suggesting the death 
penalty, banning this movie that 
is not the answer. We have to con- 
front the issue that men in India do 
not respect women. And any time 
there is a rape, blame is placed on 
the woman. It is not just the man in 
the prison’s views. It is the views of 
many men in India. Let’s be aware 
of it, and let’s not pretend that all is 
well.” 

“India’s Daughter” was sched- 
uled to air in India on Sunday to 
mark International Women’s Day.
